Buenos Ayhes, Sept 8a— The report 
that a portion of the rebel fleet had 
succeeded in forcing a passage past 
the forte at Rio, and had put to sea 
with the Intention of making matters 
interesting for Santos or some other 
place In the south, is confirmed.
